Tie the knot already! 
Americans embracing 
gay marriage quickly

As officials in Arizona and the rest of 
the nation continue to wrestle with the 
legal and legislative issues connected to 
same-sex marriage, a new poll shows 
that support for allowing gays to marry 
has rapidly increased since such unions 
first became legal more than a decade 
ago, with inroads made even among the 
religious, once a bastion of opposition. 

About 53 percent of the random sam- 
ple of 4,509 Americans surveyed by the 
nonpartisan Public Religion Research 
Institute said they supported same-sex 
marriage, up from 32 percent in 2003, 
when Massachusetts became the first 
state to legalize it. The poll, released 
Wednesday, was carried out between 
Nov. 12 and Dec. 18, 2013, by telephone 
and has a margin of error of 1.7 percent- 
age points, the group said. 

Currently, 17 states and the District 
of Columbia allow same-sex marriages, 


but a variety of court suits involving 
states such as Utah, Virginia, Michigan 
and Oklahoma are working their way 
through the legal system. The question 
of state bans on same-sex marriage is ex- 
pected to reach the U.S. Supreme Court 
in coming years. 

In addition, related issues are also 
gaining wide attention in the political 
system. For example, Arizona Gov. Jan 
Brewer on Wednesday vetoed a contro- 
versial bill that has been derided by crit- 
ics as a license to discriminate against 
gays in the name of religion, saying the 
measure could result in “unintended 
and negative consequences.” 

The measure, passed by the Repub- 
lican-controlled state legislature last 
week, would have allowed business 
owners to cite personal religious beliefs 
as legal grounds for refusing to serve 
same-sex couples or any other prospec- 
tive customers. 

Although most religious groups have 
opposed same-sex marriage on theologi- 
cal grounds, the current poll found that 
their members have different views. Ma- 


jorities of Jewish (83 percent), white main- 
line Protestants (62 percent), white Cath- 
olics (58 percent) and Latino Catholics (56 
percent) said they support gay marriage. 

About 73 percent of those who have 
no religious affiliation said they support 
gay marriage. 

According to the poll, 70 percent of 
Millennials said they agree that religious 
groups are alienating young people by 
being too judgmental about gay and 
lesbian issues. Nearly one-third of Mil- 
lennials who left their childhood reli- 
gion to become unaffiliated say negative 
teachings about or negative treatment 
of gay or lesbian people were either a 
somewhat (17 percent) or very (14 per- 
cent) important factor in their decision 
to leave, the poll found. 

“While many churches and people in 
the pews have been moving away from 
their opposition to LGBT rights over the 
last decade, this new research provides 
further evidence that negative teachings 
on this issue have hurt churches’ ability 
to attract and retain young people,” the 
institute’s CEO, Robert P. Jones, stated.

The co-op life isn’t for 
everyone, but Chicago 
has its fair share

On a recent Sunday night, Peter Fugiel was 
cooking for 20—with the help of eight 
stovetop burners and an industrial fridge that 
might look more at home in a restaurant than 
an apartment. 

Fugiel, 29, of Uptown, is a graduate student, 
not a professional chef, but every Sunday he 
plates his home-cooked meals —a sweet pota- 
to gratin with quinoa salad and freshly baked 
bread, for example—on a long dining room 
table for more than a dozen people. They are 
his housemates at Stone Soup Ashland House, 
the intentional community where he lives. 

The Stone Soup Cooperative is one of a 
handful of intentional communities, or co- 
operatives, based in Chicago where residents 
live in groups and share household chores, 
often paying below-market rents. Some co- 
operatives are structured like college dorms, 
where each resident has a separate room but 
shares common rooms and appliances or 
bathrooms with multiple stalls. 

The Chicago area has cooperatives formed 
around interests such as social justice, yoga, 
sustainability and vegetarian cooking. Some 
are designed specifically for students look- 
ing for an alternative to dorms, while others 
include people of all ages. 

What most co-op residents have in com- 
mon is a willingness to share chores and use 
a consensus model to make decisions and re- 
solve conflicts around their home—all with 
people they may have met only a few times 
before moving in together. Monthly rent in 
a typical cooperative can range from $200 
to $500 or more; Stone Soup Ashland House 
charges about $525 a month, and that includes 
rent, food and other shared expenses. 

“Some people either think we’re a frat and 
it’s just some sort of party-type environment, 
or they have fantasies of what it means to 
live with so many other people,” Fugiel said. 
“My experience is, it’s none of those things. 
It’s people who are social and are interested 
in interacting with a lot of different kinds of 
people.” 

For a lifestyle modeled on mutual benefits 
and consensus, cooperatives are not for every- 
one. Consider the inevitable personality clash- 
es, financial woes and struggles with landlords 
who may not understand how unrelated adults 
can live together long-term without turning 
into an episode of “The Real World.” 

The development of cooperatives in Chi- 
cago has been slow, in part due to murky 
city zoning laws that make it illegal for large 
groups of unrelated adults to live together in 
certain residences, according to Corrigan Na- 
don-Nichols, a director at the North Ameri- 
can Students of Cooperation, which organiz-

es cooperatives around the country, including 
Qumbya Housing Cooperative in Hyde Park, 
where he lives. 

Members of Stone Soup Ashland House 
are experiencing some of those housing chal- 
lenges firsthand this year as they work to 
secure a long-term lease from their landlord 
after renting from them for 16 years. 

It is not uncommon for co-ops to struggle 
to secure permanent residential space and 
keep those spaces up to building codes. One 
of Qumbya’s houses, for example, was forced 
to spend thousands of dollars on renovations 
when inspectors found the property was not 
meeting proper fire regulations. 

But when it works, it really works, coopera- 
tive residents say. 

“T personally find it easier to resolve con- 


flict and to set boundaries and expectations 
in the co-op,” Fugiel said. “People have dif- 
ferent expectations about cleanliness, food, 
personal space. What’s nice about the co-op 
is it’s all very explicit. When you cook dinner, 
for example, you have to do the dishes by mid- 
night.” 

Stone Soup has three locations around the 
city, and Ashland House, a former convent just 
north of Wilson Avenue, is one of the larger 
ones, with 18 members. To keep order among 
that many people, the group posts chore lists 
and bi-weekly meeting minutes around the 
three-story home, along with signs reminding 
people to pick up after themselves and keep 
noise down at night. 

Science Meles, 30, a resident since 2012, 
said she chose to live in the cooperative in 


part because she thought the built-in com- 
munity would benefit her 3-year-old daughter. 

“From social skills to vocabulary, to the way 
they enunciate, it really does have a big im- 
pact on them,” she said. 

Laila Korn, 39, who owns an individual 
unit in a housing cooperative in Little Village, 
said she appreciates living among friends, but 
wouldn't choose to live in the tight-knit, strict 
environment like Stone Soup, where every- 
one shares the same home. 

“T am a bit of an introvert,” she said. “T lived 
in a sorority in college, and that was enough.” 

But when she started looking into buying a 
home in 2005, she didn’t like the idea of living 
in an impersonal condo building, surrounded 
by neighbors she didn’t know. 

So Korn, her husband and a small group of

close friends bought a building together in 
Little Village that they divided into six apart- 
ment units and run more like a traditional 
housing co-op, with each owning a share of 
the cooperative, which pays for the mortgage 
and other building expenses. When Korn 
wants to garden, barbecue or share a glass of 
wine with her neighbors, she does. When she 
doesn’t, she can close the door to her unit and 
be alone. 

With co-ops, “you can build your own 
model and you can write your own commu- 
nity, which is kind of cool,” Korn said. “And 
it also feels a little pioneering, which is kind 
of strange because cooperatives have been 
around longer than condominiums.”

The next round of new CTA buses to hit the 
streets starting this spring will have more 
surveillance cameras on board than ever, part 
of an increasingly aggressive move to deter 
crime as well as identify culprits who victim- 
ize riders or vandalize buses, transit officials 
said Wednesday. 

The 300 new 40-foot buses to be manufac- 
tured by Nova Bus under a $148 million con- 
tract will each be outfitted with ro security 
cameras, plus a fortified safety barrier to pro- 
tect drivers from unruly riders, the CTA said. 

The current 40-foot buses in the CTA fleet 
have four to seven cameras, transit officials 
said, adding that the 60-foot buses with the 
articulated midsection have more cameras. 

The CTA is testing a prototype of the 
Nova buses, which have a price tag of almost 


a halt-million dollars cach,

U.S. views continue 
to differ on Russia 


Days after his ally Viktor Yanukovych was 
ousted as Ukraine’s leader, Russian President 
Vladimir Putin ordered a 150,000 troop Rus- 
sian military exercise on Ukraine’s border. The 
fall of Yanukovych—and Putin’s potential re- 
sponse to it—has reignited a debate in Wash- 
ington on how to respond to the assertive Rus- 
sian leader. 

For Obama administration officials, Putin is 
aconcern but not a threat. Any talk of renewed 
Cold War-like Russian-American rivalry, they 
say, is reckless and counterproductive. 

“This is a world where we need to work with 
the Russians,” a senior State Department of- 
ficial said Tuesday. “This not about the United 
States versus Russia.” 

For Republicans, Mitt Romney’s 2012 cam- 
paign declaration that Moscow was Washing- 
ton’s “No. 1 geopolitical foe” is being proven 
correct. Now is the time, they say, to confront 
Putin. 

“Romney’s analysis of the Russian threat was 
actually spot on,” said Nile Gardiner, a senior 


fellow at the Heritage Foundation and former 
Romney adviser. “That has been demonstrated 
amply over Ukraine, Syria and Russia as well.” 

Experts say Putin is still determined to in- 
clude Ukraine in Russia’s self-declared “sphere 
of influence.” And he will continue to reassert 
Moscow’s place on the world stage by ob- 
structing American diplomatic efforts in Syria, 
Iran and other countries. 

“Putin's vision is not to restore the Soviet 
Union but to restore Russian greatness,” said 
Kathryn Stoner, a Stanford University pro- 
fessor and expert on Russia. “It’s the Russian 
empire, which is a very clear political and eco- 
nomic system.” 

“They’re definitely setting themselves up in 
opposition to the United States,” said Fiona 
Hill, an expert on Putin at the Brookings In- 
stitution in Washington. “Being the leaders 
of a conservative coalition of countries who 
oppose gay rights and gay marriage and those 
who want to see less of a role for the church, 
more of a secular society.”

shut you out of the conversation

Antti Raanta is a different breed of hockey 
goaltender. He’s not reserved, doesn’t have 
odd rituals before games and 99 percent of 
the time, he’s smiling. Smiling seems to be his 
favorite. 

“Goalies are kind of known for being kind 
of in their own little world there,” defenseman 
Sheldon Brookbank said. “Antti is a pretty 
easygoing, happy guy. He likes to goof around 
and stuff like that. Most Finns are usually good 
guys though, so it’s not too surprising.” 

The rookie and native of Rauma, Finland, 
quickly warmed up to teammates when he 
was called up from Rockford early this season. 

“It’s funny,” forward Patrick Sharp said. “I 
hear lots of stories from ‘Rants.’ He’s a pretty 
funny guy. He fits into our locker room right 
away. He’s always got something to stay. He’s 
got a great quote for the media as well. So he’s 
fitting in and we love him.” 

They also have to like how he’s performed 
this season. Since taking over as the backup 
for starting goalie Corey Crawford—includ- 
ing a lengthy stretch Crawford missed with 
an injury—Raanta has posted a 12-2-3 record 
with a 2.40 goals against average. 

“He’s been great,” defenseman Brent Sea- 
brook said. “He comes in when asked upon 
and gives us a chance to win. He’s fun to be 
around; he’s one of those guys you want to 
play for and work as hard as you can in front 
of him.” 

When he’s not stopping pucks, Raanta of- 
ten regales his teammates with stories from 
serving in the Finnish army, including one 
about a training mission gone awry. 

“In Finland, every guy has to go into the 
army when they turn 18, so I went there,” the 
24-year-old said. “I was there like six months, 
and it was a pretty fun experiment. Learned

lots of things about myself and lots of things 
about teammates, and like that. 

“One time I was going with a motorbike 
and our mission was to take care of the roads 
out there from the mines, like that. I [had] the 
map in my hands and I had no idea where I 
was going. The driver asked me, Are we [go- 
ing] the right way?’ And I was like, ‘Yeah, 
yeah, go straight.’ Then we turned to the right 
and we saw the tank full of our leaders [were 
following] behind us, they went straight, we 
turned. 

“Then we heard in the radio that everybody 
has exploded from the mines on the road. 
That was my biggest mistake in the army, my 
army career. We [drove] also to the mines, so

the ice takes hard work, Raanta isn’t about to 
compare it military training. 

“Not actually; I {had} the RPG [rocket- 
propelled grenade launcher} on my shoulder 
all the time,” he said. “We were walking with 
that in the forest and like that. It was pretty 
good practice at summertime also, but not so 


much. We could be six hours in the same place 
laying down and seeing if somebody was com- 
ing to the road. 

“It’s similar to hockey in that there’s some- 
one saying what [you should] do and like that. 
Feels a little bit safer to be in the net than in 
front of bullets. Both things have been really 
nice, but I’m happy that I’m the goalkeeper 
and not the army veteran now.”

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The ‘Beefy Cheezy’ sandwich 
at Cookies & Carnitas

More than carnitas

The assessment you read here today of 
Edgewater’s Cookies & Carnitas (5757-59 N. 
Broadway 773-769-2900) likely won't be rel- 
evant six months from now. By then, the skirt 
steak taco may have been replaced on the 
menu by lamb sweetbreads. Or its identity 
will have veered away from sandwiches and 
toward pizza. Who knows? That’s the nature 
of new restaurants: evolving organisms in our 
dining ecosystem, mutating over time. 

One would also be correct in labeling 
Cookies & Carnitas, at present, a Mexican 
restaurant—there’s salsa music playing, goat 
tacos on the menu, vegetable escabeche 
pickling on the counter and Valentina hot 
sauce on the tables. And yet the restaurant’s 
best-known dish is porchetta, a mainstay at 
its Green City Market tent the past three 
years. This Italian crispy roast pork could 
conceivably, over time, become its staple. 
Chef/owners Brad Newman and Michael 
‘Taormina, whose resumes include four-star 
restaurants like Charlie Trotter’s, demon- 
strate a flair for roasting meats; they have the 
pedigree to prepare great sandwiches and 
tacos in their sleep. 

The aged-steak sandwich ($14) features a 
sweet and tart pairing of sun-dried tomato 
jam and olive tapenade against that grilled 
beef, bearing a whiff of blue cheese tang. 
But the skirt steak utilized is served whole, 
which makes it tough to chew and slides out 
too easily from between the Italian roll. The 
porchetta sandwich ($14) is an impressive 
edifice of thick, fat, herbaceous roast pork 
with honey coleslaw and onion jam, served 
on acrusty ciabatta baked in-house. But it’s 
not the easiest to consume— imagine biting 


into a double-stacked pork chop sandwich. If 
the intent is the visual gratification of show- 
ing the porchetta’s cross section, then here’s 
a case where form over function would be 
better the other way around. 

The pork shoulder sandwich ($12) is the 
rare pulled pork with flavor, served sopping 
wet in its braising liquid of beer, orange juice 
and Mexican chilis. The Beefy Cheezy ($10), 
unfortunate name notwithstanding, is just as 
sloppy and grand. I appreciate that Newman 
and Taormina don’t trim all the excess deckle 
fat off the brisket, allowing it to braise and 
transform into gelatinous, meltingly tender 
hunks that drip beef juice like a leaky faucet. 
Add to this a slather of Merkts cheddar spread 
and onion jam, and you have an early contend- 
er for most indulgent sandwich of the year. 

Tacos here ($3.50-$5.50) are at least 50 per- 
cent larger than at Pilsen taquerias, and the 
braised shredded goat might be the winner 
of the bunch. Newman tells me tacos might 
become the restaurant’s focus down the road, 
and plans are afoot to add more interesting 
meats to its lineup, such as beef heart and 
lamb tongue. 

To further complicate the concept, 
Cookies & Carnitas is opening an adjoining 
counter coffee shop, ETA late March, which 
will serve breads, pastries and their namesake 
cookies. 

Perhaps the best way to articulate it is, at 
present, Cookies & Carnitas is a buffet of 
good intentions. They’re chefs not pigeon- 
holed into a genre, opting to cook the type of 
food they want to eat. But creativity blooms 
when parameters are imposed. This is a 
restaurant to sample today and revisit in six 
months to view the before and after.

As a writer I’ve grown, and now 
I’m able to include more narratives about 
those topics on that list and new ones, things 
like STD scares or people moving their bags 
when you sit by them on the train. Some 

of those issues I’m just now getting able to 
speak out about. 


I can tell you that I came into this interview 
expecting to talk about homophobia in rap 
and how it affects you. 

There’s homophobia in everything. Ho- 
mophobia in rock music—hell, there’s even 
kinds of homophobia in some parts of the 
drag culture or at gay bars, particularly in a 
city like New York, which is very classist and 
obsessed with wealth, for obvious reasons. 


You can’t be broke in New York anymore.

white guy. It’s manifested in the culture of 
cities like New York, too. Actually, any city 
that has a high cost of living and a large gay 
population, the community seems to be really 
body-conscious, like they want a prototypical

isn’t. That’s not realistic. 


What did you think of the Grammys? 
It was cool. Are you referring to Mackl- 
emore’s performance specifically? 


You know lam. 

It was cool. I mean, because of the situation 
of me calling him out, I wanted to just watch 
it. I was trying to like it. There are parts that 
I did like and parts that I didn’t care about. 

I just thought he did a good performance as 
a rapper and Madonna singing without any 
Auto-Iune, those were the best moments of 
that whole show. 


That’s interesting. Did you think the mass 
marriage thing was exploitative?
